TO THE MEDICAL STUDENT. 

THERE is no career more honourable, useful, and ennobling 
than that of the medical practitioner who makes science his 
object and regards humanity as his mission. There may be 
other vocations more brilliant, of greater social dignity and 
higher historic prestige, but none can compete with that which 
lies before the student of medicine for purity, goodness, manli- 
ness, and virtue. Ifthe young man standing at the outer 
gate of our profession does not thus esteem it, he will do 
wisely, for himself and others, to retire. It is a good test 
of the earnestness and honesty of youth if it will bear a 
little plain speaking. We are not of those who think lightly 
of the profession and its aims. We cannot welcome to its 
ranks men who seek to enter simply with a view to ‘‘ make 
a living” or “‘adopt a career.” Medicine is not a calling for the 
needy or for the avaricious. It requires substantial private 
resources, and has little but disappointment and temptation 
to offer to the impecunious and those who haste to be rich. 
A modest competence at least, patience, and a sterling love 
of science are the requirements we would set down as in- 
dispensable to a prosperous and useful future. Assuming 
that the reader is provided with these essentials, let us deal 
frankly with him, and try to jot down a few reflections 
and suggestions resulting from experience and observation, 
leaving it to his own intelligence to make such use of our 
remarks as common sense and prudence may indicate. We 
are not about to preach at, or lecture, our young friend, but 
to talk over this great subject of the study of medicine and 
the life and work of a medical student with him, as man to 
man. 

The task of preparation for a career in medicine appears 
almost overwhelming; the obstacles to be surmounted, the 
difficulties to be overcome, seem well-nigh impracticable. 
It is well that the outlook should thus impress the student- 
The augury is an evil one if the work appears too easy 
and the path smooth. Nothing will so much conduce to 
discontent later on as an inadequate estimate of the labour 
required. When the burden of life proves less oppressive 
than it has been expected to be, the mind is encouraged; 
when what was supposed to be easy is found difficult, the 
spirit is apt to be dismayed. Nevertheless, a fitting sense 
of the duty to be discharged and the enterprise to be accom- 
plished must not be allowed to daunt the beginner, still less 
to bewilder him. The curriculum will afford ample time for 
the development of the business in hand in such order that 
it may be dealt with in detail. There are no hours to 
waste, but neither is there any need to fear that the work 
cannot be completed without undue strain on mind or 
body within the period fixed by those who, it must be re- 
membered, have trodden the same path and conquered the 
same foes to progress which stand in the way of the 
student. 

One of the commonest mistakes made by a 
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entering on the study of our science to-day is to imagine 
that the demands made upon his time and strength are so 
much greater than those encountered at the outset of their 
own pupilage by the men who now address him, that unless 
his devotion and abilities should prove higher than theirs, 
he can scarcely hope to overtake them. He feels that with the 
best intentions on their part they cannot enter thoroughly 
into his difficulties, and, therefore, are not in a position to 
offer practical advice. We do not say that this feeling is 
expressed in so many words, but it manifestly underlies the 
apathy too commonly shown by students in regard to the 
seeking and taking of counsel. This misconception, for 
such it is, needs to be removed. The progress made in 
science during the last thirty years has doubtless added 
many things to the stock of knowledge which the student is 
required to make his own, but it has at the same time 
cleared away so much rubbish and relieved the pupil of so 
great a burden of routine work, besides throwing new ~ 
light on obscure subjects and generally simplifying the ~ 
work to be done, that the net total of the task has not been 
augmented. 

The student of some thirty years ago, if at all diligent, duly 
attended and took notes at little short of twelve hundred 
lectures, while for books he had to labour through works 
written for the professors and practitioners of medicine in de- 
fault of the many excellent manuals of study since compiled 
and now placed within reach of the pupil. Then, again, a 
practical knowledge of medicine and surgery was seldom to 
be obtained at any one school or hospital, while to achieve 
the requisite acquaintance with his subjects the student had 
to go through an immensity of toil and difficulty which are 
now spared him. Nor is this all. When examinations 
were concentrated at the end of the curriculum instead of 
being distributed over the term of pupilage and taken singly, 
as under the existing arrangements, the pupil required to 
prosecute his studies in the several branches of work simul- 
taneously, and this entailed no small strain on the memory and 
mind-power generally, which are now left free for, perhaps, 
greater exertion in special departments. Taking the whole of 
the facts into consideration, we do not think the young man 
entering on the study of medicine in the winter session of 
1879-80 need scorn the counsel of men who trod the path 
he is entering three decades before him. Work is work, 
however and whenever it be done, albeit much depends on 
the doing. 

One of the best maxims for the student to set down at the 
head of his code of conduct is to do everything thoroughly. 
A specious fallacy in the policy of study is to make the pro- 
bable requirements of the examination-day the measure of 
necessary attainments. A wise man will keep the examiners 
and their test interrogatories out of sight as much as possible. 
Obtaining knowledge with a view to answering questions is 
one of the most vicious of blunders. It is not too much to 
say that a man may be able to pass successfully through a 
severe ordeal of questioning in the several branches of 
Medicine and Surgery and yet know comparatively little of 
his profession. The only genuine study is that which 
consists in pursuing a searching and patient inquiry for the 
truth in respect to every subject with which it is required 
to become acquainted. It may not be necessary to-day, as 
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considerable number of independent monographs and lectures 
in order to “‘ get up” a subject completely, but the best 
results will undoubtedly be obtained by the student who 
spares neither pains nor time to make himself master of each 
branch of knowledge in turn, and to exhaust it thoroughly. 
For example, the pupil who sets to work earnestly to “‘ learn 
his bones,” as though Osteology were the one purpose of his 
life, will find that he has not only studied the immediate 
subject in hand, but conquered most of the worst difficulties 
besetting a thorough knowledge of the muscles, and done 
much to simplify the study of arteries and nerves. An 
equally painstaking investigation of the other departments 
of Descriptive Anatomy when he comes to them, will recall 
and deepen his recollection of the bones, In the same way 
Comparative Anatomy will help Physiology, and the latter 
subject will, in its tum, react on Anatomy, human and 
comparative. Physiology will contribute to the compre- 
hension of Medicine and Pathology, and one and all of the 
topics of science which engross the attention will prove 
tributary to a knowledge of the whole. If, on. the other 
hand, the student contents himself with a smattering of his 
subjects in detail, he will find to his cost that the toil of 
making up even a tolerably presentable stock of marketable 
information at the end of his curriculum will be very great, 
and the result eminently unsatisfactory. 

Another precept of value is to adopt.a logical and asso- 
ciative mode of study, and try to discover the cause and effect 
of everything. Think out the reasons of things, Even in so 
elementary a matter as the study of the bones, to which we 
have already adverted by way of illustration, the advantages 
accruing to this. method will be apparent, The pupil who 
taxes his memory with the position or direction of a groove, 
foramen, or canal, without taking the trouble to master 
the reasons for the fact he requires to remember, will find 
that he has not only burdened his memory needlessly, but 
lost, the opportunity of so connecting two or three facts that 
each shall help to fix the others. The pupil. who deems 
reasoning to be superfluous, or looks upon it as a function 
to be performed later on, complicates his task and throws 
aside one of his most potent aids. It is not necessary. to 

indulge in diffuse and purposeless speculations about the 
ee origin, of species or the occult mysteries. of science. It is 
i> better to postpone such indulgence in flights of fancy until 

2% the field of practical knowledge has been covered as the 
curriculum prescribes, but so far as the logical study of 
obvious relations of cause and effect is concerned, the pupil 
cannot begin to reason too soon, and he who argues the 
most cogently will make the best and most practical pro- 


gress, 
Again, never lose am opportunity of collecting facts. 
I, Observation is the basis of experience, and there is sound 
t truth in the old adage that experience is the best teacher. 
4 Moreover, experience in natural science, and in the pheno- 
ie mena of health and disease, can never be commanded, it 
i | must be taken as it comes. Many a practitioner is glad to 
ie | fall back on the recollection of cases he saw at the very out- 
i} set of his career, when, as yet, he had not the knowledge 
essential to a proper understanding, If he was a careful 
observer it will happen that he noted facts which came to 
be interpreted years afterwards. The prudent and far- 
sighted pupil will, therefore, never miss an opportunity of 


acquiring information, and he will cultivate an acute and 
ready habit of noting facts and appearances, with their 
surface associations and such connexions of cause and effect 
as his elementary knowledge may enable him to recognise. 
This work of observation is one that cannot be commenced 
too early, and must go on ceaselessly to the end of life. The 
secret of success in the practical study of facts is to observe 
carefully and patiently ; to take nothing on trust, but verify 
the truth of every appearance; to test the accuracy of every 
impression, and bring each inference to the trial of fact 
without daring to make any generalisation. It is enough 
for the student that he has seen and proved the several facts 
which have fallen under his observation. He must not 
imperil the accuracy uf his judgment by presuming to draw 
deductions, That most dangerous of tasks may well be left 
until he has reached years of scientific discretion, when, 
alas! he will still be beset with a multitude of pitfalls and 
fallacies. 

The Medical Student has passed through the stage of 
a general education, and it is necessary to assume that he 
has formed a general method of study. Some men learn 
readily from lectures, others require to read for themselves. 
As.a rule, each individual must pursue the course which he 
has found most helpful, The. like is true of the question 
whether a student should take notes of everything or trust to 
his memory. Doubtless the mind which is trained to act as a 
self-acting register of facts and impressions will do the best 
service in the study of science. No system of notation can 
equal the efficiency of a well-ordered faculty of perception 
and retention, which, so to say, digests every idea received 
on the spot, and puts it away in an appropriate place in the 
memory. Those who are.so gifted may trust simply to 
memory, and will have the advantage in the task of constant 
and unwearied study in the dissecting-room, the museum, 
the lecture theatre, the hospital wards, and the out-patient 
room, In the absence of such a power, the student will do 
wisely to take notes. As a rule, ‘‘too much study is a 
weariness of the flesh,” and the pupil will find that the best. 
work is that which is done regularly and moderately rather 
than impulsively and in such a fashion as to fatigue. Above 
everything he should cultivate method, and it will be well 
if he so orders his life as to apportion a set time daily for. 
work, rest, and—that necessity of the mind and body alike— 
recreation, 

When a young man enters upon the study of Medicine it 
often happens that he is for the first time cast on the world, 
and exposed to manifold new impressions which may act as. 
inducements to idleness or self-indulgence. Against such 
allurements the medical student should be especially on his 
guard. The world is very seductive in its appearance to the 
young, and if it. were the fact that any real pleasure or 
lasting satisfaction could be gained by the gratification of 
natural impulses it would be priggish to warn the youthful 
adventurer against these attractions. We are not of the 
number who affect to regard life as a term of penance and 
self-denial. The inner and nobler ‘‘self” is not only an in- 
separable part of man’s nature, but the seat of all his 
emotions. This cannot and will not be denied. There is, 
however, an outer self—a meretricious system of inclinations 
and appetites for pleasure so-called—which example and 
fashion build up around the true core of human nature. This 
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excrescence on his consciousness the student will do well to 
treat with the severity of a thoughtful judgment. We should 
seem to write platitudes if we urged the young man entering 
upon life with all the vigour of youth, and every capacity 
for enjoyment, to eschew pleasure. All we can or will say 
to him is, “Do not be cheated.” If you seek bread, do not 
be satisfied with a stone. Life is not long enough to make 
mistakes unimportant. There is no space for idle wandering 
from the straight path. If he will learn by the experience 
of those who have gone before him, the foolish and the wise, 
he may be assured that those who have made “pleasure ” 
an object, Tegret not only the time wasted, but the “‘ enjoy- 
ment” obtained. They have sought happiness, but have 
found misery and regret. Their hopes of pleasure have been 
bitterly disappointed. Meanwhile those who have tried to 
do their duty humbly and honestly have reaped the fruit of 
perseverance in well-doing, and are now thankful for not 
having been “‘led astray.” We are anxious to avoid even 
‘the semblance of preaching in respect to these matters, but 
‘eandour compels us to make this avowal, and we ask the 
student inexperienced in the ways of the world, and not un- 
naturally attracted by a prospect of making a personal 
acquaintance with “life,” especially in the metropolis, to 
believe that if he chooses a bye-path, he will sincerely 
regret the choice, as multitudes have regretted and still 
deplore it to their lasting grief. There is no more trusty 
friend than conscience, and the young man who takes that 
for his counsellor will scarcely go astray. Work is the 
talisman of happiness, and the happiness which work com’ 
mands implies and includes success. 


CHANGES AT THE MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 
THE perusal of the revised roll of the teachers and other 
officers connected with the various medical schools and 
their hospitals within the United Kingdom has this year 
been more than usually sorrowful. Many familiar names 
are missing, erased by the relentless finger of death, some, 
alas! of esteemed personal friends or colleagues ; all of men 
who had attained eminence in their respective stations. 
‘Never again shall we, in London, hear the philosophic 
Hilton explain, in his peculiarly lucid style, the great prin- 
ciples of surgery, or listen to the fruitful words of the saga- 
cious Murchison. Tilbury Fox, the keen-sighted, but noble- 
hearted, physician; Charles Maunder, the skilful and care- 
ful operator ; and Charles Brooke, the surgeon and natural 
‘philosopher, are for ever gone. Norare we alone in bereave- 
ment. Bristol has lost its Tibbits, Liverpool its Vose and its 
Steele, and Dublin its Tyrrell. The names of others, some 
younger than these, and full of promise, have been wiped out 
by the same dread foe. A wise dispensation has, however, 
provided against actual disaster. However much we may 
miss and mourn the great ones that are gone, we must grate- 
fully acknowledge the services of the younger volunteers who 
have promptly offered, to the best of their ability, to carry on 
the work that still remains to be done. Indeed, we are more 
than ever struck this year with the enthusiasm and honour- 
able rivalry that exist among the teachers of the various 
schools. The provincial schools enter into the elosest com- 
petition with the metropolitan ; and it is, happily, an up- 
ward competition not a downward. Increased facilities are 
everywhere offered in all departments of study, and especially 
for those studies that absorb the early years of the student's 
career, such as anatomy and physiology. Compared with 
five or more years ago, the precautions now taken to improve 


the practical instruction in these important subjects are 
remarkable. In most schools the number of demonstrators 
of anatomy has been considerably increased, and practical 
physiology and histology are now placed under the care 
and supervision of a special teacher. The same zeal is 
observable in the more advanced subjects — medicine, 
midwifery, surgery, and especially practical medicine and 
surgery. More attention, too, is paid every year to the in- 
struction given in special diseases ; and we are glad to find 
that public-health is now taught in a large number of schools 
as a separate and independent subject, and not thrown in 
with lectures on medicine, medical jurisprudence, or any 
other with which they were supposed best to blend. Hygiene 
is yearly becoming a matter of increasing national import- 
ance, and promises to open out a way by which existing un- 
satisfactory relations between the profession and the public 
may be amended and ennobled. 

The following is a brief account of some of the principal 
changes that have been made in the personnel of the schools 
and hospitals since the issue of our last Student's Number :— 

At the Charing-cross School no material changes have 
occurred. Mr. T. Astley Bloxam has succeeded Mr. 
Bellamy as teacher in Operative Surgery, and Mr. R. Smith 
has been appointed junior demonstrator of Practical Phy- 
siology. At the Hospital Mr. Albert Leahy has been ap- 

At Guy's also no changes have occurred among the 
lecturers, but the surgical staff of the Hospital has sustained 
a serious loss in the decease of Mr. John Hilton, F.R.S., one 
of the consulting surgeons. Mr. C. J, Symonds has re- 
signed the post of junior demonstrator of Anatomy, in 
which he is succeeded by Dr. Horrocks, and has been ap- 
pointed Mr. G. A. Wright's successor as surgical registrar. 

At King’s College it is pleasant to note that Dr. Charles 
Kelly has returned to his alma mater as successor to Dr. 
Guy, professor of Hygiene ; Mr. F. Jeffrey Bell has replaced 


_| Mr. A. H. Garrod in the chair of Comparative Anatomy, 


which the latter gentleman was unfortunately compelled to 
vacate some months ago through failing health. Mr. J. M. 
Thomson has been appointed demonstrator in Practical 
Chemistry, and Mr. G. 8. Johnson occupies Mr. Thomson's 
former position of assistant demonstrator. At the Hospital 
the only change is the appointment of Mr. F. Willcocks as 
junior surgical registrar (Sambrooke). 

At the London Hospital School the recent death of Mr. 
Maunder renders the lectureship of Practical Surgery vacant, 
and reduces the number of surgeons at the hospital. The 
chair of Botany is also vacant. 

At the Middlesex Hospital School Dr. King has been ap- 
pointed additional lecturer on Clinical Medicine and Mr. 
Henry Morris additional lecturer on Clinical Surgery. Mr. 
J. B. Sutton has replaced Mr. W. R. Williams as sub- 
demonstrator of Anatomy. At the Hospital the changes 
have been more important. Dr. Henry Thompson, having 
retired from active work, has been made a consulting phy- 
sician. Dr. King has been promoted to the rank of physician 
to replace Dr. Thompson. Dr. David Finlay has been ap- 
pointed tant-physician, and Dr. Robert Liveing has been 
appointed physician to the Skin Department. Mr. Nunn 
has retired from the surgeoncy, and has become Mr. Shaw's 
colleague as consulting surgeon. The changes caused by 
Mr. Nunn’s retirement have been adjusted by the promo- 
tion of Mr. Henry Morris to the rank of surgeon and the 
appointment of Mr. Robert Lyell as assistant-surgeon. Mr. 
E. A. Fardon has succeeded Mr. Lucas as resident medical 
officer. 

At St. Bartholomew's Dr. Gee has succeeded Dr. Black as 
one of the lecturers on Clinical Medicine, and Dr. Thorne has 
been appointed to the separate chair of Public Health and 


Hygiene, which has hitherto been occupied by the lecturer 
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or Forensic Medicine. Dr. Legg has been appointed Dr. 
Gee’s successor as lecturer on Pathological Anatomy, Dr. 
Moore following the former gentleman as demonstrator of 
Morbid Anatomy. The demonstrations in Practical Surgery 
will be given by Mr. Butlin, vice Mr. Marsh, those in 
Mechanical and Natural Philosophy by Mr. D. Macalister, 
in place of Mr. C. R. Smith ; and Dr. 8S. West has been ap- 
pointed Dr. Moore’s successor as medical tutor.—At the 
Hospital Dr. Black has been made consulting physician, 
and in consequence thereof Dr. Gee has been promoted to 
the rank of physician, and Dr. Legg has been appointed to 
the vacant assistant-physiciancy thus produced. Dr. V. D. 
Harris, Dr. T. A. Ormerod, and Dr. S. West have succeeded 
Dr. W. Legg, Dr. Bridges, and Dr. Champneys as casualty 
physicians, and Mr. Cripps has been appointed one of the 
surgical registrars, vice Mr. Butlin. 

At St. George’s no essential changes have been made. Dr. 
Wadham has become Dr. Whipham’s colleague as lecturer 
on Clinical Medicine for the winter session, vice Dr. Dickin- 
son, and Dr. Cavafy has been appointed successor to Dr. 
Wadham as demonstrator of Diseases of the Skin. 

At St. Mary’s, through the retirement of Dr. Chambers, 
Dr. Broadbent has become sole lecturer on Medicine. Mr. 
Malcolm Morris is now associated with Dr. Cheadle as lec- 
turer on Skin Diseases ; Mr, H. E. Juler has been appointed 
demonstrator of Anatomy, Mr. R. P. Griffin assistant 
demonstrator, and Mr. E. H. Rennie has been made demon- 
strator of Chemistry and Natural Philosophy. There have 
been no changes made among the medical and surgical 
officers of the hospital. , 

At St. Thomas’s a grievous loss has been sustained in the 
lamented death of Dr. Murchison. Dr. John Harley has 
succeeded the deceased gentleman as one of the lecturers on 


Clinical Medicine, and as physician to the hospital. Dr. 


Sharkey is Dr. Greenfield’s successor as demonstrator of 
Morbid Anatomy, in conjunction with Dr. Reid; Mr. Hutton 
has been appointed demonstrator of Practical Physiology, 
and Mr. Taylor and Mr. Haslam have been made demon- 
strators of Anatomy. At the Hospital Mr. Clutton, has been 
appointed assistant-surgeon, and is succeeded by Mr. B. Pitts 
as resident assistant-surgeon. Dr. W. B. Hadden has been 
appointed medical registrar, vice Dr. T. C, Charles, 

At University College no important changes have been 
made. Sir William Jenner, having been compelled, through 
stress of public and private obligations, to relinquish the 
post of physician, has been appointed one of the consulting 
physicians to the hospital, of which he has, for so many 
years, been one of the most conspicuous ornaments. Dr. 
Radcliffe Crocker has been appointed the late Dr. Tilbury 
Fox's successor as physician to the Skin Department. 

At the Westminister School sickness and death have left 
their marks. Dr. Phillips is still unable, through serious 
illness, either to lecture on Materia Medica or to attend to 
his hospital duties. Both school and hospital have lost a 
valued friend and supporter by the death of Mr. C. Brooke, 
F.R.S., famous alike as a surgeon and a physicist. Mr. 
Brooke was for many years surgeon to the hospital and joint 
lecturer on Surgery; lately he was lecturer on Natural Phi- 
losophy in the school and consulting surgeon to the hospital. 
Mr. Black has been appointed demonstrator of Anatomy ; 
and Mr. W. H. R. Forsbrook has succeeded Mr. Neale as 
surgical registrar. 

At Queen’s College, Birmingham, Dr. Alfred H. Carter 
has been appointed an additional lecturer on Physiology. 
Dr. A. Bostock Hill has succeeded Mr, A. C. Bruce in the 
chair of Chemistry and Natural Philosophy; Dr. Robert 
Saundby has been appointed lecturer on Com Ana- 
tomy; and Mr. Cornelius W. Suckling medical tutor.—No 
changes have been made in the staff either of the General 
Hospital or the Queen’s Hospital. 


At the Bristol School the changes are numerous and im- 
portant. To the lectureship in Surgery, made vacant by the 
death of Mr. Tibbits and the retirement of Mr. Coe, Mr. 
Nelson C. Dobson has been appointed, Mr. Richardson 
Cross succeeding Mr. Dobson as lecturer on Anatomy. Dr. 
Reginald Eager and Mr. Walter Stoddart have been ap- 
pointed joint lecturers on Medical Jurjsprudence, in place of 
Mr. W. Powell Keall, who now takes charge of operative 
Surgery and Surgical Pathology. Dr. John E. Shaw is Dr. 
Burder’s successor as lecturer on Materia Medica and 

tics. The lectures on Physiology and on Practical 
Physiology and Histology, which have hitherto been given 
by Dr. Shingleton Smith and Mr, George F. Atchley con- 
jointly, have been separated ; the former gentleman taking 
the whole course of Physiology, the latter confining himself 
to Practical Physiology and Histology. Mr. W. G. Sollas 
has succeeded Mr. Atchley as lecturer on Comparative 
Anatomy, and Mr. W. H. Harsant has succeeded Mr. W. E. 
Cant as demonstrator of Anatomy. Mr. A. W. Prichard 
has been appointed teacher of Practical Surgery, and Dr. 
A. E. Aust Lawrence has become Dr. J. G. Swayne’s col- 
league in the chair of Midwifery and Diseases of Women. 
At the Royal Infirmary many changes have occurred. Mr. 
Crosby Leonard having been made consulting surgeon, Mr. 
A. W. Prichard has been promoted to a full surgeoncy. In 
the assistant-surgeoncy he is succeeded by Mr. W. H. 
Harsant. Mr. Richardson Cross and Mr. J. Greig Smith 
have also been appointed surgeons. Mr. J. H. Lee Macintire 
has been appointed medical superintendent, Dr. James 
Scott house-physician, and Mr. G. H. Lilley house-surgeon. 
At the General Hospital only minor changes have been 
made. Mr. C. F. Pickering has succeeded Mr. W. H. 
Harsant as house-surgeon; Dr. E. W. Hope, Mr. F. G. 
Stewart as physician’s assistant ; and Mr. J. R. Grey, Mr. 
A. C. Brock as assistant-house-surgeon. 

At the Leeds School and Infirmary no changes have been 
made. 

At the Liverpool School Dr. Wallace has succeeded the 
late Mr. A. B. Steele as lecturer on Obstetric Medicine and 
as obstetric physician to the infirmary. Dr. H. Ashby 
has been appointed demonstrator of Practical Physiology. 
The Royal Infirmary has lost one of its esteemed con- 
sulting physicians by the death of Dr. Vose; Mr. R. Hughes 
Jones has succeeded Mr. D. Harrisson as resident medical 

At the Manchester School (Owens College) the only 
changes are—Dr. A. Milnes Marshall has succeded to the 
chair of Comparative Anatomy, vice Mr, W. C. Williamson,

ON BOOKS. 


WE gave last year some advice to students regarding their 
choice of books, and the manner in which reading should be 
done. It may be useful to reproduce the list of works to 
which we then directed notice as worthy of study. The list 
may seem a long one, but it embraces all the current text- 
books and some of those works which are more profitably 
read by those entering for university degrees. It would be 
invidious to limit this selection too much ; all that can be 
done here is to indicate the style and nature of the works 
from which the student will make his choice. Whenever 
he is in doubt be had better consult the lecturer on the sub- 
ject, who will give him more definite information as to the 
books most suited for him. But the student should always 
bear in mind that by reading alone he cannot fit himself for 
his examinations. Books are useful in proportion as they 
supplement and systematise his practical work; and he 
should, above all, be careful not to distribute his reading in 
one subject over many books. The time at his disposal is 
short, and he must economise it as much as possible. 

In the first place it will be convenient to refer to the text- 
books on those sciences which, collateral to medical study, 
are often left for the student to gather information about in 
his first year. The time is, it may be hoped, fast approach- 
ing when no student shall be placed upon the Register before 
passing an examination which shal! include these subjects. 
At present they stand sadly in his way, and hamper his 
course by compelling him to devote that time to their pursuit 
which, if it were already complete, would be more profit- 
ably employed in the study of strictly professional topics. 
The medical curriculum will not be perfect until a “ pre- 
liminary scientific examination ” shall no be restricted 
to candidates for university degrees. In Chemistry, which, 
with botany, now forms part of the first year’s course, there 
are text-books innumerable. To the inner there is 
no better book than Professor Barff’s ‘‘ Introduction to 
Chemistry,” but its scope is too limited even for the require- 
ments of the Apothecaries’ Hall examination. Professor 
Roscoe's little work on “‘ Elementary Chemistry” travels 
over the whole 7 of the subject, and if thoroughly 
mastered will be found all-sufficient. By those who 
wish to dive deeper, Fownes’, Attfield’s, or Williamson's 
work, or that of the late Professor Miller, may be studied. 
The last-named, however, is too extensive for any but those 


who are anxious to obtain university honours. It has the 
advantage also of containing a lengthy introduction on 
the subject of Physics. In Practical Chemistry, best ac- 
quired at the hands of the teacher, useful additional guides 
will be found in Professor Odling’s or Bowman’s works ; 
whilst Dr. Ralfe has devoted a small work to the subject 
of *‘ Physiological Chemistry,” which some ~~ like to 
study later in connexion with the lectures dn Physiology. 
In Natural Philosophy and Physics, some of the plea- 
santest books to read are Ganot’s Physics, and the works 
on Heat, Sound, and Electricity, by Professor Tyndall, 
these latter being books that may be read in hours of leisure 
rather than allowed to interfere with the severer course 
of study. Similar subjects are treated of in Deschanel’s 
treatise, which may be obtained in separate parts. In 
Botany, there are Professor Oliver's ‘‘ Elementary Botany,” 
and Professor Balfour's or Bentley's work ; and more ele- 
mentary than either will be found Cooke's “ Structural 
Botany,” and Dr. Silver's little work. For Zoology and 
Comparative Anatomy, Professor Nicholson has issued 
several books, each of different degrees of advancement ; 
but where the student has need for more complete in- 
struction, he should not fail to read Professor Huxley's 
two books, the one on the Vertebrate and the other on In- 
The same author's “ to 
tady parative Anatomy ” gives, in small compass, 
a large amount of information. ” deena Manual of 
Comparative Anatomy, which has recently been translated, 
is one of the most exhaustive of all the works on this sub- 
ject, which it brings up to the modern standpoint. Mr. 
Bradley's and Dr. Ord’s smaller ‘‘ Outlines” should also 
Se, goetianes as giving clear and concise summaries of the 
subject. 
ye now come to the two subjects which will engross the 
student's attention for the first eighteen months of his 
career. Anatomy can only be learnt properly by constant 
and assiduous dissection—aided by careful ing. The 
number of works that have been written on this subject for 
the use of students is large indeed. et oe ay work in 
Anatomy the most complete and trustworthy is Prof. Ellis’s 
** Demonstrations in Anatomy,” which has stood the test of 
quite a generation of students, and is apparently as much 
appreciated as ever. Less exhaustive, but almost as useful, 
are Holden’s Manual of Dissections, and Heath's Practical 
Anatomy. For the systematic study of the subject after 
the practical work ix over for the day, Gray’s Anatomy 
holds a well-deserved place; whilst the book which has 
obtained a world-wide reputation is Quain’s Anatomy—the 
mtative work of English anatomical science. Sub- 
idi to these, are sundry works on Osteology—such as 
those by Holden, Ward, Norton, or Wagstaffe. For help 
in recalling the dissected—and very useful therefore 
when the student cannot be en in his practical pur- 
suits—are the excellent ‘‘ Plates” of Ellis, and those (now 
in course of publication) of Mr. Godlee ; whilst as a com- 
panion to the dissecting-room, and as a help to the student 
in recording the facts he observes, may be mentioned the 
**Outlines ” now being issued by Mr. Hensman. In the 
opines of ‘‘ Regional Anatomy,” there are the plates 
of Professor Braune, recently republished with English text 
by Mr. Bellamy. Dr. sibson's work on ‘‘ Medical Anatomy” 
is + pe value in the same department ; and Messrs. T. 
Smith and Walsham, and Mr. Holden, have written smaller 
works dealing with the “landmarks” of the body. In Physio- 
logy, to those who desire to master all the essentials of the 
subject without caring to dive too deeply into the more ad- 
vanced topics, Professor Huxley's ‘‘ Elementary Physiology ” 
may be strongly recommended. Any student who thoroughly 
reads this book will be well furnis to meet most of the 


questions that may be set before him. But as he has two 


years in which to the subject, it would be well if, after 
ing Huxley in his first year, he should go further in his 
The last edition of Kirkes’ ‘‘ Physiology ” will take 

him a step further, and it is a book which for the majority 
has become the most favoured of all text-books on the 
subject. But it does not suffice for the higher course of 
study, and to those who pursue that Professor Foster's 
**Text-book,” Hermann’s ‘“‘ Elements,” or Professor Flint’s 
work will be of greater use. Carpenter's ‘‘ Human Physio- 
logy ” is also excellent, though somewhat overburdened with 
extraneous matter; but his smaller ‘‘ Manual,” edited by 
Dr. Pye-Smith, will shortly be published, and may be found 
a formidable competitor for popularity with some of those 
above-named. Allied to these subjects is Histology, which 
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by year is obtaining a firmer foothold, and requiring 
for its study. The sections dealing 
with it in Quain’s “ Anatomy” are the best that have been 
written on the subject ; and as an aid to the practical work 
herein alone it can be rly learnt) Professor Schiifer’s 
ittle book on ‘ Practi istology,” and Dr. Rutherford’s 
“ Outlines,” stand first. In Practical Physiology—a subject 
which of necei’sity can be followed out only by a few—the 
—_* Handbook to the Physiological Laboratory,” edited 
. Sanderson, is the only English work. 

Continuing in the line of the student’s course, there is 
next to be taken up Materia Medica and Therapeutics. In 
the former Dr. Garrod’s and Mr. Scoresby-Jackson’s works 
are the best, and of smaller size are the compendia of Dr. 
Thoro » Dr. Royle, Dr. Farquharson, and Dr. Milne. 
Wood's Materia Medica and Therapeutics,” and Phillips's 
work, are both of them of a high class, and deal largely with 
the subject from the physiological point of view. Dr. Ringer’s 
and Dr, Waring’s Therapeutics are works devoted specially to 
that subject, and abound in practical hints and su i 
In Medical Jurisprudence the books most suitable for stu- 
dents are Taylor’s Manual, and Guy’s “ Forensic Medicine,” 
which embrace all branches of the subject ; but Taylor “On 
Poisons,” and his r work on ‘‘ Medical Jurisprudence ” 
may profitably be referred to; as also may be the rather 
unwieldy book published two years ago from the pens of Drs. 
Tidy and Woodman. In Medicine there are several text- 
books from which students will have to make their choice. 
Each has its own peculiarities. That of Dr. Tanner may be 
mentioned the first, because it has been longest in the field, 
and also because it is fully sufficient for most purposes ; it 
is eminently practical. The handbook of Dr. F. T. Roberts 
is, however, perhaps the most useful, and abounds in in- 
formation supplied in a thoroughly systematic manner, 
although, from the very extensive range travelled over, the 
subject is necessarily condensed, and the book, therefore, no 
light — is pre-eminently a student’s book. The 
work of Dr. Bristowe is more original, and is valuable - 
eially in its pathological portions, and in the admirable 
account given of diseases of the nervous . Dr. Aitken’s 
“* Outlines” are also good. But for a. work which is both plea- 
sant in the reading and valuable for its su iveness, the 
text-book of Professor Niemeyer takes the front rank. Cer- 
tainly no candidate for the higher examinations should fail 
to read this book, and to carefully study it, for although in 
some sections it hardly comes up to the standard of some 
English authorities, yet, as a whole, there is no work like it. 
Nor should Dr. Watson’s famous book on the “ Principles 
and Practice of Physic” be omitted, for many an hour may 
be passed both tably and with pleasure in the perusal 
ef these classical lectures. Those who intend taking _ 
d such as the M.D., should read much of 
‘*System of Medicine” edited by Dr. Reynolds, and the 
time would not be wasted in the perusal of several of 
Troussean’s admirable lectures on Clinical Medicine, trans- 
lated by the Sydenham Society. Such candidates also would 
do well to read the monographs of Dr. Murchison on 
Diseases of the Liver, or those on Diseases of the Kidne 
— W. Roberts, Grainger Stewart, or Dickinson ; on 

to consult Dr. Walshe’s works on Diseases of the Lungs, 
and Diseases of the Heart, or the lectures of Dr. Balfour on 
the last-named subject. On diseases of the nervous system 
there are the lectures published last year by Dr. Wilks, 
those of M. Charcot, some of which have been issued by the 
Sydenham Society, and the treatises of Althaus, Hammond, 
and others, and of Dr. Bastian on Paralysis from Brain Dis- 
ease. As guides in clinical work the little books of Dr. 
Tanner Dr. Fenwick ; in Medical Diagnosis, Da Costa, 
er Dr. Barclay, and the Manual on Auscultation and Per- 
eussion, by Dr. Gee, will be very useful. The handbook of 
Clinical Medicine edited by Dr. Finlayson will be found 
the most complete of any treating on this subject. For 
senior students who wish to study medical ophthalmoscopy, 
the first place is due to the admirable work of Dr. Gowers, 
recently published. It is provided with an atlas which 
alone will repay the most careful study, Dr. Clifford All- 
butt’s work on the same subject has been longer before the 
ee. but it is wanting in illustrations. Of works on 
j y the best to serve as an introduction to the subject 
is Dr. Green’s little book, which has run through many 
editions, The ‘second edition of Jones and Sieveking’s 
“* Pathological Anatomy,” edited by Dr. Payne, might be 
read, although there is much matter in it ly consonant 
with present advances in the subject. The text-book of 


Drs. Wilks and Moxon is valuable as a companion to the 
museum and dead-house ; whilst for Pathological Histology, 
for more advanced students, the work of Rindfleisch (Syd, 
Soc.), and to those who read French, that of MM. Cornil 
and Ranvier, may be recommended, In Surgery, of late 
years new text-books have appeared which have gone to 
displace some that used to be relied on. The two works by 
Mr. Bryant and Mr. Holmes respectively are perhaps now 
the most widely read. New editions of both these works 
have recently appeared, Druitt’s “‘ Vade-Mecum” is now 
less sought after, for it has not been thoroughly Le up 
in all departments to modern doctrines. Still, by 
some it may be preferred to either Bryant or Holmes. 
Of larger works Erichsen’s ‘‘Science and Art of Sur- 
gery” needs only to be mentioned. Its merits are well 
an =a known, And the same may be said of 
Holmes’s System of Surgery. Practical Sw has been 
treated by Sir W. Fergusson, Mr. Spence, Dr, ie, and 
Mr. Syme, in books which have obtained a deserved repute. 
Minor works on Operative Surgery, such as those by Messrs. 
Bell and Maunder, are of great use to the student in his 
career as dresser or house-surgeon, as also are Mr, Hill’s on 
Bandaging and Mr. Heath’s on Minor Surgery. On Sur- 
gical Pathol a small text-book is sadly needed. The 
excellent ysis of the contents of St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital Museum published by Mr. Walsham under the 
title of ‘‘A Manual of Surgical Pathology,” contains in a 
concise form the leading facts of this subject; and it might 
profitably be used as a companion in other museums 

the one for which it is especially intended. Sir James 
Paget's lectures and those of Professor Billroth are the 
chief works available, but both are beyond the needs of the 
ordinary student. In the department of ey the 
best works are those of Playfair and Leishman, and Dr, 
Robert Barnes’ or Mr. Clay’s works on ‘ Obstetric Opera- 
tions.” With these the student preparing for University 
degrees would be well armed; whilst for emergencies Dr. 
Swayne’s ‘‘ Obstetric Aphorisms for Students ” is excellen 
and may be used in My me with the lectures attend 
by the student. In Gynecology the small book of Dr. 
Lombe Atthill is deserved] popular. Of like scope is the 
handbook lately issued by Dr. Galabin. More extensive in- 
formation may be found in the larger works of Drs. Barnes, 
Graily Hewitt, and Thomas. 

There still remain some special subjects which the student 
may require to pursue, In Dermatology ther are the small 
books, abounding in information, b . Tilbury Fox and 
Dr. Liveing ; larger works, such as that by the first- 
named author, and Pullar’s translation of Neumann’s text- 
book. On Diseases of the Eye, Mr. G. Lawson's book is 
the most useful for the student. On the Diseases of the 
Ear, Hinton, Dalby, Allen, or Keene. In Medical Elec- 
tricity there are the works of Dr. Vivian Poore, and those 
by Dr. Reynolds and Mr. De Watteville. In Dental Anatomy 

r. Charles Tomes has written a useful book; and in 
Dental Surgery the works of Tomes and Salter are those 
most consulted. In Hygiene, Professor Wilson’s work, or 
the larger well-known treatise of Dr. Parkes. Lastly, it may 
be added that at the M.D. examination of the University of 
London the subject of Logic and Moral Philosophy may be 
sufficiently gleaned from the works of Professor Jevons on 
the former topic and Professor Bain on the latter.

by any of the qualifying bodies shall not be reckoned as 
dating earlier than days before the date of registra- 
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tion. The registration of medical students shall be placed 
under the charge of the branch registrars. Each of the 
branch registrars shall keep a register of medical students 
according to a prescribed form, wherein is set forth the 
name, preliminary examination and date thereof, the 
date of registration, and the place and date of commence- 
ment of medical study, as certified by a master or a teacher, 
or an official in a medical school or hospital. Every person 
desirous of being registered as a medical, student shall apply 
to the branch regi of the division of the United King- 
dom in which he is residing ; and shall uce or forward 
to the branch registrar a certificate of his having a 
reliminary examination as required by the General Medical 
— il, and evidence that he commenced medical study. 
The branch i shall enter the applicant's name and 
other particulars in the Students’ Register, and shall give 
him a certificate of such registration. Each of the branch 
registrars shall supply to the several qualifying bodies, 
medical schools, and hospitals, in that part of the United 
Kingdom of which he is registrar, a sufficient number of 
blank forms of application for the registration of medical

The expenses of residence, lectures, &c., at a college are 
about £150 annum ; but these are in many cases lessened 
b sabalasthion, ranging in value from £20 to £80 a year, 
which are very numerous, and obtainable by most students 
of industry and ability.

The Professional Examination will be divided into two

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Every candidate for a surgical diploma must have fol- 
lowed his course of study in a university or in an established 
school of medicine, or in a provincial school specially re- 
cognised by the College of Surgeons of that division of the 
United Kingdom in which it is sityate. 

Preliminary Examination.—All students who intend 
becoming candidates for the diploma of the ore must 
have passed the complete examination in general education 
as prescribed by the General Medical Council, and have had 
their names inscribed in the Register of Medical Students at 
the commencement of their professional studies. Examina- 
tions will be held on Oct. 25th and 27th, 1879; April 13th 
and 14th ; July 10th and 12th, 1880. Testimonials of pro- 
ficiency granted by educational bodies recogni y the 
Medical Council exempt students from the Preliminary 
Examination. 

Professional Education.—Candidates commencing profes- 
sional study after Sept. 16th, 1866, must have been engaged 
during forty-five months after the examination in general 
education, in professional study, which shall include not less

ROYAL COLLEGES OF PHYSICIANS AND 
SURGEONS, EDINBURGH. 

Sees Cee of Physicians of Edinburgh, and the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, while they still 
continue to give their diplomas separately, under separate 
regulations, have made arrangements by which, after one 
series of examinations, the student may obtain the diplomas 
of both Colleges, The general principle of this joint ex- 
amination is, that it be conducted by a board in which 
each body is represented in those branches which are com- 
mon to both medicine and surgery ; but that the College of 
Physicians shall take exclusive of the examination in 
Medicine, and the College of Surgeons of the examination in 
Surgery. The object of the joint examination is to a to 
students facilities for obtaining from two separate bodies, 
and at less expense, a qualification in Medicine and a 

ualification in Su . Students ing that examina- 
tion successfully will be enabled to register two qualifications 
under the Medical Act—Licentiate of the Royal College of 
Physicians of Edinburgh, and Licentiate of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of Edinburgh. The arrangement for thus 
conferring a eae by the co-operation of the 
two Colleges is in rmity with Section 19 of the Medical 
Act, and has received the special sanction of the General 
Council of Medical Education and Registration.

he Second Examination, at the termination of the 
medieal studies, embraces Princi and Practice of 
Medicine ; Pathology and Therapeutics ; Midwifery, in- 
cluding the Diseases of Women and Children; Forensic 
Medicine and Toxicology ; Microscopical Pathology. 

Certificates are required of candidates for the Second or 
Pass Examination, of having completed four years’ medical 
study, including the period spent at the hospital ; of being 
twenty-one years of age ; and of good m conduct. Of 
having passed the First Examination. Of having completed 
the prescribed curriculum of study according to the schedule, 
including a personal attendance of twenty cases of mid- 
wifery ; and of having received instruction in Practical 
Vaccination, and vaccinated not less than twenty cases. Of 
having served the office of clinical clerk ata recognised 
hospital during the period of six weeks, at least. Of having 
been examined at the class examinations instituted by the 
various lecturers and professors of their respective i 
schools and colleges. 

Modified Examination.—Graduates in Medicine of British 
Universities will be admitted to a Clinical and Practical 
Examination in the Practice of Medicine, Pathology, and 
Midwifery. 

No rejected candidate for the licence ean be re-examined 
until the expiration of six calendar months from his former 
examination. 

Fees,—For a Certificate of Qualification to Practise, six 
guineas, half of which is retained in case of rejection, to be 
accounted for at a subsequent examination. For the First 
Examination, three guineas, which sum is retained in case 
of rejection andaccounted for subsequently. For the Second 
Exam ‘nation, three guineas. For an Assistant’s Certificate, 
two guineas, which sum is retained in case of rejection and 
accounted for subsequently, N.B. After two rejections a 
second fee of three guineas will be required, or one guinea 
in the case of an Assistant.

at both the London and the Netley examinations. The 
lectures on Military Surgery include gunshot and other 
wounds; arrangements for the transport of wounded ; 
duties of army surgeons in the field, during sieges, on 
ee. &c. ; and other special subjects. Those on Mili- 
tary Medic 


ine refer to the tropical and other diseases of the 
British possessions and colonies, and to the losses by disease 
in peace and war, at home and abroad. The lectures on 
Hygiene comprise the examination of water and air, of food, 
elothing, &c., of the soldier, his duties and exercise, and 
the circumstances affecting his health; the subjects of 
meteorology, statistics, and the prevention of the different 
diseases met with in the army, on home or foreign service. 
The lectures on Pathol have reference chiefly to Morbid 
Anatomy and the scientific examination of tropical diseases,

All natural-born subjects of Her Majesty, between twenty- 
two and twenty-eight years of age at the date of examination, 
and of sound bodily health, may be candidates. They may 
be married or unmarried. They must possess a diploma in 
Sugery, or a licence to practise it, as well as a degree 
in Medicine, or a licence to practise it, in Great Britain or 
Ireland. They must subscribe and send in to the Military 
Secretary, India Office, so as to reach that address at 
least a fortnight before the date fixed for the examination, 
a declaration containing an attestation that —_ are ready 
to proceed on duty immediately on bein , that they 
possess a i or licence to practise icine 
and Surgery. This declaration must be accompanied by 
proof of age, either by the candidate’s own declaration, form 
of which can be obtained at the India Office, a certificate of 
moral character from a magistrate or a minister of the 
religious denomination to which the candidate belongs, who 
has personally known him for at least the two years pre- 
ceding the date of his application ; and a certificate of regis- 
tration, in accordance with the Medical Act of 1858, of the 
degrees, diplomas, and licences possessed by the candidate. 
The physical fitness of candidates will be i 
the case of candidates for the Army Medical Service. On 
producing the foregoing qualifications, the candidate will be 
examined in the compulsory subjects :—Anatomy 
and Physiology, Surgery, Medicine (including Therapeutics, 
and Diseases of Women and Children), Chemistry and Phar- 
macy, and a practical knowledge of Drugs. The eligibility 
of each candidate for the Indian Medical Service will be 
determined by the result of the examinations in these sub- 
jects only. Candidates, who desire it, will be examined in

After passing the Preliminary Examination, candidates 
will be required to attend one entire course of Practical 
Instruction at the Army Medical School, before being ad- 
mitted to examination for a commission, on Hygiene, Clini- 
eal and Mili Medicine, Clinical and Militery Surgery, 
Pathology of Diseases and Injuries incident to Military 
Service. These courses are to be of not less than four

from attending the School a second time. Atthe conclusion 
of the course, candidates will be required to pass an exami- 
nation on the subjects t in the School.

Sr. BARTHOLOMEW's HospPiTAL AND COLLEGE.—The 
clinical practice of the hospital comprises a service of 710 
beds, of which 676 are in the hospital at Smithfield, and 34 
are for convalescent patients at Lauderdale House, Highgate. 

Pupil’s Appointments.—Four house-physicians and four 
house-surgeons are appointed annually, each of them hol 
office for one year, provided with rooms by the hospi 
authorities. The midwifery assistant is appointed for a 
year, and is provided with rooms by the hospital authori- 
ties. The ophthalmic house-surgeon is inted for six 
months, and is eligible for re-election for a second term of 
six months. The assistant chloroformist is appointed an- 
nually, and receives rooms and a salary of £25. No fee is 
paid for any of these appointments, and each receives a 

£25, 


salary of £25. 

The clinical clerks, the obstetric clerks, the clerks to 
the medical out-patients, the dressers to the surgical out- 
patients, and the dressers in the special departments are 
chosen from the diligent students. No fee is required for 
any of these appointments. Sixteen ward-dresserships are 
given annually to the students (of the second year) who 
— the best examination in the subjects of study of the 

t and second year, or who may be otherwise specially 
recommended for such appointments. Other ward-dresser- 
ships may be obtained by payment of the usual fees.

Foundation and other Prizes.—Open rrr” in 
Science (founded 1873).

The Jeaffreson Exhibiti 
of the value of £50, and tenable for two years, is award 
after examination, beginning September 25th, in the subjects 
of General Education. It is now an Open Exhibition.

CHARING-cROsS HosprrTAL AND COLLEGE.—The fee for 
matriculation, which involves no examination, is £2 2s., to 
be on entering. Matriculated proportion- 
ately lower fees, and are admitted without additional fee to 
the special courses in Practical Surgery, the lectures on 
Psychological Medicine, to the Physiological Labora for 
tical instruction in Histology, and to a the 

yal Westminster Ophthalmic Hospital. y alone are 
entitled to compete for the scholarships, medals, and prizes. 

Two Entrance Scholarships, of the value of £30 and £20 
respectively, tenable for one year, will be awarded annually 
in October, after a competitive examination in the following 
subjects Pa Seren English, Latin, French or German, 
Mathematics ; Optional (only one of which may be selected), 
Chemistry, Mechanics, German or French, the subjects bei 
those of the matriculation examination of the University of 
London, Candidates must give notice of their intention to 
compete on or before Saturday, Sept. 20th, 1879. 

Two scholarships are open for competition am the 
matriculated students: the Llewellyn Scholarship of £25, 
for students who have just completed their second year ;
